Mechanization makes oflice 
work more efficient and attractive 

It is important to make improve 
ments in the human side of a 
busine just as it is necessary to 
keep pace with technical progre 
Busine is not a mechanism, it 
is an organism We have to cut 
the udgery; clerks entering 
columns of figures in ledgers are 
not creating anything. The ap- 





plication of machines cap mean a 
more skilled job which is creative 
and interesting. The objective at 
B.O.A.C. is to achieve a high de- 
gree of mechanization so that 
work is not only more efficient, 
but more attractive. 


The right degree of mechaniza- 
tion is the responsibility of the 
methods department—The objec- 
tive of our methods department is 
to see that the right degree of 
mechanization is achieved, and in 
a large organization like ours 
there are many points to watch 
For example we have a _ highly 
developed visible system to en- 
sure that our aircraft spares stock 
is adequate for repair and main- 
tenance. At the same time it en- 
sures that these spares are main- 
tained at an economic level and 
that we are not overstocked. A 
smaller example is the ticketing 
of baggage. It must be arranged 
so that it is carried out quickly 
without wasting time and delay- 
ing aircraft. An airliner is only 
earning revenue when it is in the 
air 


Efficient telephone operators 
and good letterheadings are valu- 
able public relations factors—Two 
things that I am particularly keen 
on are an efficient telephone ex- 
change staff and good letterhead- 
ings, both are really psycholo- 
gical in effect, but they are im- 
portant 

Written reports must be brief 
and logical—To go with a good 
letterhead you need good typing 
and, not least of all, good letters. 
There is a tendency to write 
round the subject; you want to 
get straight to the point and avoid 
“Whitehallese.” I think it is a 
good thing for managers to go 
through the carbons of their exe- 
cutives’ letters periodically and 
bluepencil redundant phraseology 
It is the same with reports—I in- 
sist they be kept brief They 
must start with an objective. go 
on to a reasoning and conclude 
with a recommendation 


Open offices have many points 
in their favour—I am in favour of 
open offices and we have adopted 
this arrangement in our building 
at Brentford Open offices save 
space and staff tend to work as a 
group. The fact that there are 
other people around is an incen- 
tive to work. The usual objec- 
tion that open offices are noisy can 
be overcome by modern methods 
of sound absorption, such as cork 
tile floors and acoustic tile ceil- 
ings. A large office also gives 
you the chance to use colour dy- 
namics—to create a colour scheme 
which is attractive and conducive 


to work. To provide the right 
working atmosphere is the duty 
of management. 


Exhibitions are a good educative 
influence—There is a tremendous 
informative value in such events 
as the Business Efficiency Exhi- 
bition. It is important that they 
are seen by the younger genera- 


tion and be visited by parties from 
colleges and universities. Junior 
office workers should also see 
them. They should be given the 
same consideration when visiting 
stands as executives because there 
is always the possibility that the 
junior at an exhibition today may 
be in a position to sign the cheque 
in a few years time.

How B.O.A.C. Cuts 


Administration Costs

N the many departments of 

B.O.A.C., are examples of the 
office appliance industry’s pro- 
ducts They range from hand- 
written recording systems to 
punched card equipment. As in 
other concerns, these systems and 
machines must be allocated and 
used effectively to gain the maxi- 
mum benefit from them The 
same rule applies equally to office 
staff. To see that men and 
machines are employed to the best 
advantage and that the work flow 
and procedures produce results 
quickly and economically is the 
job of the methods section. Its 
task is one of streamlining and it 


is just as important as streamlin 
ing a Comet airliner To give 
some idea of the results obtained 
from investigations by the 
methods section, “Business” ob- 
tained three case histories from 
B.O.A.C. All of them are com- 
paratively simple, yet the saving 
were considerable, and they have 
been deliberately selected for their 
applicability in many musinesse

The procedure was to com 
plete—separately—a_ receipt, a 
posting slip in triplicate (copies 
going to the punched card depart 
ment, central accounts and one 
book copy being retained), a bank 
lodgement form, and a cash sheet 
entry (for cash office records) 
Three people were employed full 
time on this work 

The answer was to introduce a 
pecially designed set of carboned 
tationery using an appliance for 
the preparation of these docu- 
ments at one writing.
